While Norris preached, the body of 
Chipps lay in a front room of the pala- 
tial Chipps residence in another sec- 
tion of the city with flowers piled high 
on ‘the casket. At 4 o'clock this after- 
noon the funeral of Chipps was held 
at the First Presbyterian church, the 
Rev. J. K. Thompson officiating.

Acted in Self Defense. 

The tragedy occurred late Saturday 
night in the office of the pastor. Pro- 
testing violently against some of Nor- 
ris’ sermons, which were repeated in 
the “ Searchlight,” a church magazine, 
the wealthy lumber dealer burst into 
the pastor’s study. 

Norris said he attempted to pacify 
Chipps but without success. There 
Was a revolver in the desk of his 
study, and, alarmed for his own safety, 
the pastor snatehed the weapon out 
of the drawer and fired. 

Norris at once surrendered and was 
released .on $10,000 bond, signed by 
thirty members of his congregation. 

_- May Be His Own Attorney. 

At nQ place in his sermon, which 
was confined mostly to Biblical quota- 
tions, did the pastor refer to the 
tragedy. Ina statement to newspaper 
‘men, however, Norris referred to the 
|slaying as ‘‘a closed incident,” saying 
iit probably would not require the serv-. 
ices’ of counsel. “I acted to defend 
| myself, ”" he said over and over. “I 
| consider the incident closed. I have 
not made any effort to retain counsel, 
although several lawyers have volun- 
teered their services. In the event 
there is an indictment I shall probably 
handle the case myself.”’

Fond du Lac, Wis., July 18.—(/)— 
Former Judge Martin L. Lueck cf 


governor and Democratic national com- 
mitteeman, died here early today at 
Stagnes hospital. 

Death came unexpectedly to the 
Democratic leader, and following a col- 
lapse at 11 o’clock last night he sank 
steadily. Dr. Henry E. Twohig of 
Fond du Lac declared that death re- 
sulted from clotting of blood in an 
artery, which caused gangrene in a 
large portion of the small intestine. — 

Judge Lueck was born in 1871 at 
Juneau, Wis., and gtudied law at the 
University of Wisconsin. He was ap- 
pointed to the Circuit bench in 1907 
and served until 1922. He polled 317,- 
550 votes against Blaine’s 412,255 for 
governor in 1924. The Democrats have 
but eight days in which to select a 
new candidate. 


6 DEATHS, HEAVY 
PROPERTY LOSS IN 
EASTERN STORM 


New York, July 18.—(#)—Six deaths 
and. property losses estimated at a 
quarter of a million dollars resulted 
from a severe electrical storm which 


late today. <A score of persons were 
injured, one perhaps fatally, and three 
are reported missing. 

The storm moved from Pennsylvania 
to Maine, wrecking buildings, tearing 
up trees, capsizing boats, flooding road- 
beds, paralyzing telephone, telegraph, 
light and trolley service and destroy- 
ing crops. A 100 mile gale was Te- 
ported off the New Jersey coast with 
heavy hailstorms in New England. 

Three persons were killed by light- 
ning, one by a falling tree, and two 
were drowned. Three boys are be- 
lieved to have been lost in a canoe off 
Sandy Hook. A dozen were rescued 
from capsized craft in and around New 
York.

15,000 MOB JAP

The mob stormed the governor's resi- 
dence, throwing the executive from 
the balcony to the ground, where they 
beat him into insensibility with their 
heavy wooden footgear. 

Umetani to be dead, 
the rioters marched to the residence of 
the chief of police, and, failing to find 
him, wrecked his house,

BLASTS WALL 
DODGE GALLOWS 


PostShotgun Guard; 
Prisoners in Panic.

Smuggled dynamite, fashioned into 
a bomb and believed to have been set 
by Henry J. Fernekes, the midget 
bandit, in an attempt to escape his 
impending door on the gallows, yes- 
terday blew a fifteen inch hole in the

Uproar Among Prisoners. 

With the explosion there sprang up 
a tremendous commotion, both inside 
the jail and out, such as has not been 
witnessed since the jail delivéry which 
five years ago slipped Tommy O'Con- 
nor, on the eve of his execution, to 
the mysterious void which still shields 
him from the ever waiting noose, 

Fearful that the bomb had shat- 
tered the wall and had opened to the 
prisoners a bread. way into the free 
world, Assistant Warden Fred Sprin- 
ger and a dozen guards, all armed 
with repeating shotguns,..a..moment 
after the report echoed: away 


were at the jail within a few minutes. 
Sheriff Peter M. Hoffman, notified at 
his home in Des Plaines, rushed to the 
jail at sixty miles an hour, guided 
through the dense traffic by Highway.

Fernekes’ actions immediately after 
being released from his cell at 12:05 
yesterday noon were traced by the of- 
ficials as follows:

maneuvered past the guard, Oulehia, 
and slipped to an upper tier, probably 
the third, on which it was supposed 
be had hidden the dynamite bomb. Slip- 
ping it under his shirt, it took but a 
moment to run down to the end of the 
‘tier, drop the bomb, light the fuse, and 
saunter back to Oulehla. Then, the

might have slipped past him. 

“I was forced to open the far gate

to be solved, for certainly Fernekes 
will not tell it.

For the information of the tormented 
thousands who swatted in vain yester- 
day, and scratched and wriggled, those 
infinitesimal green gnats pervading 
the atmosphere by the millions, it 
seemed, are plant lice. And, by way of 


consolation for the discomfort their} 


onslaught caused, it is revealed that 
the little bugs will probably all be dead 
by tonight, their span of life covering 
only twenty-four hours. | 

This is the breeding season of the 
harmless but irritating little pests, an 
entomologist explains. They obtain the 
only food they consume during their 
short life from the sap of plants. By 
tonight, it is asserted, all the number- 
less hordes of the gnats will® have 
passed out of existence, leaving their 
larve to propagate next season’s crop. 

The tiny insects swarmed in many 
parts of the city yesterday. They are 
light green in color, have four tiny 
iridescent wings, and are about a six- 
teenth of an inch long. Entomologists 
class them with the hemiptera family.

Bundesen on Anniversary 
Reviews Statistics. 


Today. the fiftieth anniversary of 
the establishment of the Chicago de- 
partment of health, Dr. Herman N. 
Bundesen, commissioner, takes occa- 
sion to cite the records and to report. 
on the progress made in promoting the 
cause of, good and careful living. 


Dr. Bundesen compares the death 
rate from 1876, when the department 
was founded, to the present, showing 
@ decrease of more than one-half in 
Chicago's mortality in the half cen- 
tury, 

Death Rate Statistics. 

At the close of 1876, the rate per 
1,000 population was 23.19 as compared 
with 11.40, the figure at the close of 
1925. In the intervening years the 


fate decreased bit by bit, or remained 
ata level. 


Never did it jump higher. 
Since the date of taking office of 
the present administration of the de- 
partment, February, 1922, until De- 
cember, 1925, the death rate decreased 
2.31 per cent, the communication as- 


‘gerts, which means the keeping alive 
of 26,422 citizens who would have died 
| had not conditions been rectified.

So far as China is under any subjuga- 
tion it is the subjugation of Chinese military ad- 
venturers and if there is any external power that 
has been trying for years and is still trying ruth- 
lessly to bring the Chinese into subjugation it is 
not white but yellow—to wit: the government at 
Tokio. 4 

But the chief fallacy of this Japanese news- 
paper's assertion is in the gross disproportion of 
external internal wrong in the history of the 
Asiatic peoples. We may concede that the selfish- 
ness of foreign interests has been guilty of many 
wrongs in Asia, but the worst consequences of for- 
eign invasion and interference in China and else- 
where in the affairs 6f Asiatic peoples weigh very 
lightly in the scale against the evils developed and 
the wrongs done by the Asiatics to the Asiatics. At 
this moment, for example, a body of representatives

THE UNIVERSAL VEGETABLE. 
G. writes: Please write an arti- 
cle about the food value and ef- 
fect of onions in diet. What is its 

@ exact chemical composition? 
What Is its specific quality that made 
its use universal from most ancient 
times? What is the @ifference in effect 
between cooked and raw onions? 

REPLY. 

You are right in one point at least. 
Onions have a hold on the popular taste, 
not only in this country but throughout 
the world. The Indian in South America 
and the potentate in Scandinavia and 
all the people in between—in between 
geographically, in caste, in culture,’ in 
power, and in wealth—all crave onions. 

Men fight about religion, they disagree 
as to the league of nations, they are 
chauvinistic as to racial lines, they are 
not wholly agreed as to prohibition, but 
when it comes to onions the lion and the 
lamb eat out of the same platter. And 
so it has always been. ‘ 

The Egyptians ate onions as a basis for 
lifting the enormous rocks out of which 
the pyramids were fashioned. Onions 
were a major issue in the first election of 
Mayor Hylan of New York. When Haven 
Emerson, campaigning against Hylan 
and as a representative of the Mitchel 
administration, told the people of the 
advantages of apples, they drove him 
from the hustings with a mighty roar, 
“ We want onions.” They got ’em. 

Onions has about the same food value 
as ordinary vegetables. The Egyptian 
onion of the Pharaohs contained more 


Sugar and, therefore, had food 


value. The man of today would have to 
eat a mighty pile of onions in order to 
get the about two thousand calories re- 


quired by a brain worker. He would need 


to eat a small truck load in order to get 
the about 4,000 calories needed by a hard 
working farmer. 

The principal reason for eating onions 
is to get the flavor. They are condiments 
and men eat them as such. The chem- 
ical principle ‘responsible for the flavor is

Since cooking onions drives off a good 
deal of the ally] sulphide, cooked onions 
are less pungent, lesf of a condiment, and 
perfume the breath less than raw ones. 
~ Onions act as a very mild laxative, 
having somewhat more action of this 
kind than the other ordinary vegetables. 

Along with- other fresh vegetables, 
onions are anti-scorbutic. They are sup- 
posed to have a more exceptional amount 
of the anti-scorbutic vitamin than most 
other fresh vegetables. 

But the great compelling reason for 
the popularity of onions is the flavor— 
the condiment principle. This principle 
has got itself incorporated into the cus- 
toms of the people. Beyond that no ex- 
planation is needed.

Washington, D. C., July 
Army historians have unearthed evi- 
. dence that the Stars and Stripes got 
its first “baptism of fire” in land 
- battle in the defense of Fort Stan- 
wix, N. Y., Aug. 2, 1777. The colors 
improvised by the garrison appear to 
have shown both the alternate stripes 
of red and white and the “stars of 
_ glory” set upon a field of blue cut 
'. from a “ camulet cloak taken from the 
enemy at Peekskill.’’ 

At the requeat of historical societies, 
the war department began 2 search 
which has brought to light a work en- 
titled “A Narrative of the Military Ac- 

_ tions of Col. Marinus Willett,” who 
' Was a member of the garrison. It 
describes the necessity for making a 
flag when the enemy invested the 
fort, and adds that ‘ 
soon contrived.” 

“The white stripes were cut out of 
ammunition shirts; the blue out of the 
camulet cloak taken from the enemy 
at Peekskill, while the red stripes were 
made of different pieces of stuff pro- 
cured from one and another of the gar- 
rison,” the narrative says. Quoting a 
letter written by Lieut. Col. Willett 
at- Hartford, Conn., Aug. 21, 1777, it 
adds, speaking of the final action at 
Fork Stanwix on Aug. 6: 

“We totally routed two of the en- 
emy’s encampments, brought off up- 
ward of five colours, the whole of 
which on our return to the fort were 
displayed on our flagstaff under the 
continental flag.” 

In view of these first hand state- 

ments, war department historical au 
thorities are satisfied that the con- 
tinental flag mentioned was in fact 
the stars and stripes in its original 


form,

Although roads such as the River 
road, Milwaukee avenue, Halsted 
street, Western avenue, Lake street, 
Waukegan road, and Ogden avenue 
were jammed almost to suffocation dur- 
ing the holiday rush hours and early 
last night, observers reported © that 
thousands of city drivers who are in 
the habit of escaping to the country 
over the week-end are studiously avoid- 
ing the main country pavements and 
confining their drives to the boule 
vards.

_ leave their cars in the garage to beat 


the general congestion. Jams on city 
streets and in Chicago parks have in- 
creased 50 per cent this season, accord- 
ing to park police departments, and 
officers believe thaf fear of country 
highway congestion is the major cause 
for this condition.

lieve that Chicago’s gateway highways 
are actually losing their usefulness for 
city people,’’ said Robert Kingery, sec 
retary of the Chicago regional plan- 
ning commission, last night.

Prospects are 
good for big yields on both dry and irri- 
gated land. 
In the neighborhood surrounding the 
ranch formerly owned by the late Col. 
William F. Cody the tonnage of alfalfa 
ahd sugar beets is expected to be 
above normal. Grain crops also are in 
fine condition and will yield a satisfac- 
tory crop. 
In making a conservative estimate 
of various crops, E. F. Seeberger, the 
North Platte banker who introduced 
alfalfa in the valley 30 years ago and 
sugar beets 25 years ago, figures that 
both of these main crops will yield 
above normal He says that the first 
cutting of alfalfa averaged a ton or 
more to the acre and with favorable 
weather the three cuttings this season 
will average more than three tons to 
the acre. Some ranchers will get four 
tons tothe acre. 

Fine Crop of Sugar Beets. 
There is a fine crop of sugar beets 


The 3,000 acres of sugar beets in this 
country will yield from twelve to six- 
teen tons to the acre. Mr. Seeberger 
estimates about one-fourth of the beets 
are under irrigation, and there has 
been sufficient rainfall in these south- 
western counties to keep the beets 
growing rapidly even on nonirrigated 
land. 
Growers will get at least a base rate 
of $6 a ton and some with beets con- 
taining a high sugar content will get as 
much as $8 a ton. 
An enormous tonnage of alfalfa hay 
is produced here in the Platte valley 
and the surplus is shipped out at an 
average of about $10 a ton. There is 
a good crop of prairie hay, averaging 
about three-fourths of a ton to the 
acre. 
The wheat yields vary this season, 
running from ten to thirty bushels or 
more to the acre and growers estimate 
that the average for the winter varie- 
ties will be above twenty bushels, slight- 
ly less than usual. ee 

No Talk of Hard Times. 
The acreage of oats in this section 
is limited this year, but they are ex- 
pected to average about forty bushels 
to the acre. Most of the oats and 
wheat will be cut this week. There isa 
fairly good crop of rye already in* the 
shock. Corn is in good condition. 
White potatoes are reaching the 
final stages of ripening. Some are 
bigger than a man’s fist and of first 
class quality. Hany fields are expected
